FARM SENATORS

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29—(/P>— 


A three-pronged Investigation by 
the Senate Agriculture committee 
of the administration of the price 
control act was proposed In 
the 


senate today by Senators Gillette 
(D-Iowa) and Reed (R-Kans.) 


The two senators Introduced a 


resolution calling on the commit- 
tee to "make a full and complete 
continuing study and Investiga- 
tion" of the maximum prices fixed 
on agricultural commodities, the 
payment of subsidies and the op- 
orations of the commodity credit 
corp. In maintaining minimum or 
maximum prices on fatm products. 


The resoiutlon was an outgrowth 


of an attack rrmdo by senate farm 
bloc members on the action of the 
CPA and the department of agri- 
culture In carrying out a directive 
by President Roosevelt to calculate 
:overnment benefit payments as a

COTTON POISONING 
PAYS GOOD DIVIDEND 
ACCORDING TO CHECK 


188 pounds more 
seed 
cotton 


per acre was the pay-off for pois- 
oning cotton insects on a demon- 
stration field of young cotton, ac- 
cording to Lewis David of the 
Pickett community. 


An unpoisoned check plot of 


one acre yielded 360 pounds, while 
the poisoned cotton turned out 
554 pounds per acre. Cost of Insec- 
ticides per acre was $4.14 and 
$2.00 per acre for cost of appli- 
cation. The gross value of the 
gain per acre, figured both lint 
and seed was $15.37 per acre, leav- 
ing a net profit of $9.23 per acre. 
This field was late June cotton, 
infested with fleas, weevil and boll- 
worm, necessitating the applica- 
tion of more poison than is ordi- 
narily needed for adequate con- 
trol. 


According to County Agent H. 


C. Robinson, all of David's cot- 
ton crop was dusted as needed. 
Older cotton was not so heavily 
infested, but David says that he 
estimates the insect control work 
was worth an average of $6.00 per 
acre over the entire crop.
